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MUSIC DEGRADED AT COVENT 
‘GARDEN. 


No one who is impartial or who keeps 
pace with the age, in which he exists, can 
deny that M. Jullien has done material 
service to the progress of science and art 
by the introduction of cheap music. The 
composition of the great masters were for 
an uureasonable length of time aggrandised 
to the white-kidded aristocrat of May Fair 
and the period has not long elapsed since 
a morning paper expressed sublime horror 
and contempt that the * inodorous dames” 
of the city dared to “take up a position ” 
among the brilliant beauties of Belgravi« 
on the hitherto monopolised benches of 
the Italian Opera. This affectation and 
empty arrogance was speedily condemned, 
and M, Juliien puta final head to the 
matter by the introduction of his shilling 
promenade concerts. Individuals who had 
hitherto been as ignorant of high-art com- 
positions as Mr. Robson’s great creation of 
Jem Baggs was when he confused them 
With those of Esculapius, and declared 
them to be ‘wery nasty stuff,” had now 
an opportunity of hearing the best musici- 
ans for the smallest possible price. All 
this, as we have said before, was affected 
by one man, and that oneman, M. Jullien 
What then are we to:think of the late un- 
pardonable shows of bad taste and degene- 
raqyeins M. Jpbtien’s« orchestra’ at Covent 
Garden ? By pondering to popular’ sea- 
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sons and feelings M. Jullien has done more 
harm to his previous high character and 
seeming desire to improve taste among the 
people and to elevate music and musicians 
than any future time can totally remove. 
We were presert a few evenings since at 
Covent Garden Theatre during the per- 
formance of one of the popular promenade 
concerts, listening to compositions which

After two nights’ performance it was again 
withdrawn for The Regent, which is much 
better suited toa theatre of the magnitude 
of Drury Lane. However, the chief at- 
traction is still the pantomime, whether 
acted inthe morning or in the evening. 
The King’s Seal, a Drama of much inte- 
rest has been produced and affords some 
good acting the house has been well attended 
notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
weather. The tragedy of Alcestis, which, 
as the bills againallege, is adapted from 
Euripides, has been produced at the St. 
James's Theatre as an ordinary mythologi- 
cal play, a few scraps from Gluck's opera 
of Alcestis being introduced, as a sort of 
substitute for the Greek chorus. 

The argument of Alcestis, sometimes 
prefixed to the Greek play, is as follows. 
Ape desired of the Paice that Admetus, 
w 


o was about to die, might give a substi- 
tute to die for him, so that he migt live 
for a term equal to his former life, Alcestis, 


his wife, gave herself up, while neither his 
parents were willing to die on account of 
their son. But not long after the time 
when this calamity happened, Hercules 
having arrived, and having learned from a 
servant what had befallen Alcestis, went 
to her tomb, and having made death retire, 
covered the lady with a robe, and requested 
Admetus to receive herand keep her for 
him; said he had borne her off has a 
prize in wrestling ; but when he was un- 
willing, he unveiled her. and discovered 
her whom he was lamenting. 

The somewhat crabbed narrative really 
contains the whole plot of the piece, and it 
may easily be seen that such a subject, un- 
less turned into the libretto of an opera, or 
enriched with a number of new incidents, 
must necessarily look bald, when subjected 
to the same tests as a modern play. 

Miss Vandenhoff who acts Alcestis, 
shows the same command over a statu- 
esque system of attitudes, which she dis- 
played when she sustained the part of 
Antigone at Covent Garden. She has 
evidently a feeling for the antique, and 
has resolved to look as classical as possible

her fine imposing figure being greatly to 
the advantage. It is to be regretted that 
her delivery is excessively measured and 
slow, and that she introduces pauses even 
between the syllables of the same word. 
Admetus is not a kindly part, and nothing 
whatever was done for him by Mr. Barry 
Sullivan. Far better was the Hercules of 
Mr. Stuart, who, at any rate, goes stoutly 
to work in his delineation of the bluff 
Bootian hero, 

SapieR’s WELLS.—The ever popular 
comedy of The Rivals was reproduced at 
this house on Wednesday last with great 
success. The acting throughout was of 
such a superior order, that it calls for par- 
ticular notice. Mr. Phelps was excellent, 
and as Sir Anthony Absolute displayed 
great comic humour. Mr. F. Robinson, 
as Jack Absolute, was rather too tame, and 
failed to make any great impression upon 
the audience. Miss Cooper, although evi- 
dently indisposed, sustained the character 
of Lydia Languish with peculiar power, 
and invested it with great sweetness. Miss 
Atkinson must be careful not to overact 
her parts. ‘The Pantomime still continues 
to attract. 


STANDARD.—Mr. Douglass has received 
agood share of patronage during the 
Christmas holidays to witness the panto- 
mime entitled “ Dame Crump and the 
Silver Penny.” Our old friend Tom 
Matthews is the Clown, on whose arrival 
the house is kept in full merriment during 
the whole of his performances; we may 
safely say that Tom Matthews is the only 
Clown of the present day who has the least 
touch of the old Joe Grimaldi. We much 
admire the songs he introduces of ‘The 
Sheep’s Head, the Drummer, and also the 
old songs of Hot Codlings and ‘ippety- 
witchet, all of which brings down thunders 
of applause. The tricks are well got up, 
and the scenery gorgeous, especially the 
transformation scene. 


Britannia.— This unique establish- 
ment has been drawivg immense houses to 
witness the pantomime of “ Egypt 3000 
years ago, or Queep Cleopatra; a dream 
in the Crystal Palace.” We may indeed 
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award great praise on the worthy manager 
Mr. S. Lane, for the manner in which he 
has got up the scenery and dresses, which 
for a minor house surpasses what we have 
ever witnessed before. The various songs 
that are executed by Mrs. Lane, as Queen 
Cleopatra, goes off with me ery applause 
and we must give an equal share of praise 
to that pleasing vocalist and actress, Miss 
Clara St. Casse, who plays the Princess 
with great tact, and was also loudly en- 
cored in many of her new songs introduced 
in*the pantomime. 

Newincton Hatt.—An entertain- 
ment was given at the above hall on Tues- 
day, January the 16th, to a very respecta- 
ble (and considering the state of the 
weather numerous) audience. The en- 
tertainment commenced with the Lady of 
Lyons in which Mr. W. Lane as Claude 
Melnote wen the atentien and approbation 
he well deserved. Mr. J. Llewellyn, as 
Beauseant was all that could be expected 
ofan amateur. Mr. H. Coppen, who re- 
presented Glavis has certainly some talent, 
and was very amusing, but we think he 
overdid it. Mr. W. Scott in Colonel 
Dumas was quite at home and is possessed 
of the right voice. Mr. A. Ballard re- 
prowsiad Gaspar very creditably. Miss 

uisa Stuart was well up in Pauline and 


the young lady's elocution is good, but 
she has still*the fault of drawing her 
shoulders up, which is a great detriment

Miss E, Fletcher's Grace was the best piece 
of acting we have yet seen by her. Miss 
Dormer who was to have taken Lady 
Courtall, to her discredit be it said, never 
appeared ; the character was read by Mrs, 
Lane; several recitations concluded the 
entertainment. 





Sono.—Bulwer'’s comedy of Money has 
so many parts in it, and are of so varied 
a character, that even at a regular theatre 
it is a difficulty to get good actors to fill 
every part, and of course more so when 
played by amateurs, This was exemplified 
on Tuesday last at this house, when the 
play was attempted, for with the exception 
of about four persons the others were all 
abroad, consequently the play as a whole 
was very indifferently acted ; but the after- 
piece made amends for the former disap- 
pointment, it being admirably well done. 
The pretty drama entitled Delicate 
Ground, in which Messrs. E. Vernon and 
Sterry with the aid of Miss Neville, who 
has been very much indisposed for some 
time and whose appearance gave evident 
proof, having become much thinner in her 
om neveftheless her acting was as 

uoyant, pleasing and ladylike as ever; 
the character is well suited to her ability 
and she could not have made her reappear- 
ance in a character where she is seen to 
better advantage; she was well received 
on coming on the stage and called for 
with the gentlemen at the conclusion. On 
the evening following Massenger’s play 
of A New Way to Pay Old Debts came: 
off with great eclat; the club called the 
Players, which Mr. B, Palmer stands at 
the head of and who supported the charac- 
ter of Sir Giles Overreach with great abil- 
ity; to criticise his acting from first to 
last would occupy a space which we can- 
not spare, suffice it to say that the first 
scene with his daughter and the conclud- 
ing one were the most prominent portions 
of his acting. Mr. James as Wellborn, 
would have met the wishes of the author 
had he been present, and Mr. Temple 
played Lord Lovell with efficient gentle- 
manly demeanour. Justice Greedy was 
personated by Mr. Swift who looked too 
young for the character, and who had no 
idea what it ought to be. The Marrall of 
Mr. Blakeley deserves our warmest con- 
gratulations ; his make up was of the true 
Munden cut, who we remember forty years 
back, and who was never excelled in the 
character. Mr. B. put'us much in mind 
of him ; there was asly penetrating selfish. 
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ness about him that few amateurs could 

ut on, and a reserved fiendishness in all 

is dealing with Sir Giles, that showed he 
had well studied the character, and he cer- 
tainly carried it out in bis acting with the 
most judicious correctness. If we were 
inclined to give an opinion to the contrary 
we should say, if anything, he made the 
character too old, and his bending himself 
almost double became rather painful than 
otherwise ; however it wasa splendid piece 
of acting and we doubt much if any actor 
on the regular boards could have given a 
better idea of what Marrall was intended 
tobe by the author. Mrs. Newbery’s 
Lady Allworth is deserving of praise; it 
was gentle, placid, and ladylike, and was 
dressed with appropriate splendour. Miss 
Jalia Hammerton was also splendidly 
dressed, and her acting was in every res- 
ee graceful and pathetic ; her scenes with 

ord Lovell was graced by a modest as- 
surance, that gave a dignity to thecharac- 
ter and heightened her performance with 
good effect. A comic piece in one act fol- 
lowed, called The Angel of the Attic, 
wherein Mr. C. Vincent played a French 
youth, with his accustomed lively ability; 
this gentleman studies the dress of such 
characters to the very greatest nicety, and 
is the only member at this establishment 
which renders such parte interesting ; he 
invariably mixes up a few words of French 
which gives a reality to such characters, 
quite refreshing. ; again Miss Ham- 
merton essay

of character, shewing her great versatility 


of talent, A scene called No. 1 round the 
Corner followed, in which Mr. Dacre and 
Mr. Swift were seen to great advantage. 


Capinet.—The thirst for acting among 
amateurs becomes more apparent daily ; 
on Thursday last the tragedy of Hamlet 
was in every et played above medio- 
crity. Mr. H. Percy assumed the noble 
Prince of Denmark, a character few mo- 
dern actors have won especial favour ; our 
young aspirant looked the young prince 
with becoming dignity ; his readings were 
of the usual style and the points he at- 
tempted to make were thosecf Mr. Phelps 
of Sadler's Wells; all the soliloquies were 





delivered with good emphasis and these 
were decidedly the best portion of his act- 
ing; in the quarrel at the grave scene, he 
warmed up in the part and showed more 
vigour and self confidence than any other 
portion of his acting, indeed there are few 
amateurs that could have done it better, as 
a whole his physical powers are limited, 
and all he requires is practice, and to get 
rid of a certain monotony which prevails 
in all his readings. Mr. Loraine wanted 
dignity as the King, and more elevated 
action. The Ghost was undertook by Mr. 
Spencer, who would have done much _bet- 
ter had he have made use of his own na- 
tural voice, which is round and full, and 
well calculated for such a character; his 
attempted imitation of a well known ector 
at Sadler’s Wells marred his success, and 
he gave the lines by peacemeal as ifhe had 
forgot the words. Mr.H Turner, as La- 
ertes showed symptoms of future promise, 
being well up in the part and possesing a 
good voice and a clever and distinct de- 
livery. Mr. C. Sterling was a very use- 
ful adjunct, being correct, and frequently 
assisting others. Mr. Mills, as the grave- 
digger, would do well to study the text 
more correctly, and Mr. Dale, in the little 
part of Osrick, was clever; it was a neat 
and finished bit of acting, and is deserving 
of praise. Mr. Carter’s Polonious was 
creditable, but many omissions took place. 
Mrs. Malcolm has now established herself 
as the Queen, and looks and dresses the 
character with excellent effect. Miss 
Booth, as Ophelia, showed forth with a 
bright radiance; her acting was chaste, 
modest, and pathetic. Her singing was 
beautiful, and the mad scene not overrated, 
but chaste and classical—she bids fair to 
become a first-rate star in the profession 
she has been so well tutored to. The 
farce of How to settle Accounts with 
your Laundress was extremely well played 
by the two young Fiests who drew down 
immense applause, but Miss Fitzclarence 
was the gem in the farce of Mary White 
has now established this young lady as one 
of the best amateur actresses we know of ; 
her dress as the boy was admirably well 
arranged; she looked and acted the natty 
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little sprig to the life, and will prove ere 
long to be a second Mrs. Keeley with 
study.

Sir.—Your Journal for the last few 
weeks contain some excellent letters by a 
correspondent signing himself S., in all of 
whose remarks I am sure his numerous 
readers must concur, and I trust he will 
continue to favour them with his corres- 

ndence. ~ 

In his letter afew weeks back referring 
to the inconvenience and annoyance felt 
by the occupants of the pit of the various 
metropolitan theatres by the forcing in 
and out of vendors of oranges, sandwiches 
ete., and the bawling out of beer, he has 
omitted to mention a very great inconve- 
nience—namely the narrow, backless, un- 
comfortable forms, which render it almost 
impossible for the audience to remain long 
enough to witness the whole of the perfor- 
mances. I would propose that this should 
be also remedied, by widening the benches 
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and placing railings at the back thereof, 
which would make it much more comfort- 
able and could be accomplished at a very 
small cost. 

With respect to the vendors of oranges, 
etc., if they must carry on their avoca- 
tions within the theatre, let there be an 
opening through the centre of the pit from 
the back to the orchestra, and one or two 
others crossing to enable them to pass and 
repass without annoying the audiences, 
who under the present system are com- 
pelled to rise frequently during the even- 
ing and often get their toes trampied on, 
which, especially to parties troubled with 
corns, is anything but pleasant. To re- 
monstrate with these vendors is quite out 
of the question and only meets with abuse. 
When these things are attended to the 
managers will find their houses better filled.
